rious murmurs of danger, Now It wos an am-
buscade on the rond 1o Neuilly, then an ex-

logive muchine opposile the Ambigu-Comique

hontre. Houses were searched, arresis made,
The bourgeos dreaded the public anniversary
ol the Three Duys, yel they scarcely knew why.,

1t was generally supposed that the Luxem-
boura trials had driven the more violent re
publicans Into & howimg frenzy thal mast
terminate in some imswne act of violence,
Ministers were auxlous; the mouchards (spies)
woere reatlessly wantchiul; M, Thiers adjured the
king to be on his gunrd: the queen, Amelia,
besought him not to tuee the danger, Tue king,
cool in judement, unimaginative, oratey, bold,
brave, and selt willed, turned a deaf ear to all
these random rumors, sud bantered those who
sricdl o aron e bis fears,

On the 2800 the citizen king positivaly rofased
to allow nny alterution in the place where the
roview wus to be held, He was atfable and
chitty as usual, did not mauifest the slichiest
appreh peton, nor ordered any precaution o be
taken: hut it was seorelly resolved to guard and
purround him ws f be had been goine futo an
enegagiment. The only words that Louis Phillppe
pttered, slluding to the review, were on the
might betore, when, postponing some work which
oue of his lbrarous wisted him to supervise,
he suid—

“Tomorrow—at least if T am not killed,”

Long impunity had given the king a beliel in
the tatility of conspiracies, The Duke of Orleans
shared deeply 1 the gencrnl apprehension, and
stiid 1o Gepersl Duudrapd, his first alde-de-
¢eamp -—=

“(eneral, they threaten to fire at us. My
brothers and 1 will keep constantly near the
king, and muake a rampart for him with our
bodies, You aud the other oflicers of the cor-
tege, on your part, on the least movement, must
draw close and cover his Majesty.”

Eveu that brave scarred old veteran, Muar-
shal Mortier, the Duke of Troviso, was nere
vous, Mortler had been in the retreat from
Ruesia, and, indeed, in all the great battles of
the Revolution and the Empire, and, having
ga.vm-d through raions of fire and halstorms ol

allets, had forgotien what fear meant; but
still the remors ronsed him, Although the old
soldier's health was so0 bad that only five
monihs belore he had been obliged to surren-
der the presidency of \he council, he resisted
all the prayers und supplications of his family,
and determined (o attend the anniversary re.

Lhe King was unhurt,ull but s graze on the fore-
hed from abullet. Tho mane of his horse had also
been siimmed by a shot. The horse, atarting,
had struck the king's arm pgailnst the hend of
the Due de Nemours' horss, and fora moment
Louig thought that he was hit, The horses of
the two princes, who rode forward eagor fos
their father's salety, were also grazed; but he

breeding  establishment ot Virolflay; killed
by three bullets, Labrouse, seventy-lwo
years old, a tax collector ol the 7th arrondisse-
ment, struck in the right arm aund abdomen;

legion, Benetier, ehony carver, and zronadier of
the 8th legion; killed on the spot.

The July morning came: the sky was bloe and
burning, the heat was striking fercely on the
wille ol the Tuileries and the puving-stones of
the boulevards, and the leaves of toe trees m
the Luxembourg gardens were langoid with the
hieat. The quick, sharp “tam-tam" ol the drums
of the National Guard souonded everywhare in
the soldierly city, from the Pluce of tne Bastille
to the Arc de 'Etoile. The messured tramp
ol the intantry wos heard in the Rue St
Honore and round the Boorse; behind the
Madelnine and past the Louvre the lines of
buyouets flushed and glittered; everywhere
there wae marching, The cavalry, too, were
coming through the barriers; childien laughed
and clapped thelr hands; grisettes and bonnes
smiled and ghowed thelr white teeth: old sol-
diers drew themselves up stiffly, aud assnmed u
critical air, now sud then perhups passing theis
hands across thelr eyes with joy and pride when
ason or 8 nephew (decore) marched or rode
past among the *Prewjere Logere” or the Culras-
slers, and nodded shako or helmet to them as
they passed.

bund apd dead eister; there were wounds of
every kind, In the breast and on the head,
thighs and feet, hands and mouvth, A hair-
brendik of difference in the elevation of the
ambureade battery, and wore than two hundred
persons would have been mowed down by that
storm of slugs and bullets: a second sooner, and
the king ‘must bave fallen, riddled by shots,

Betore the wounded and the dead
could bhe removed to the hospital of St
Louis, or the neclghboring bouses, No,
60 had been surrononded by o crowd
of enraged and shouting men, commissaries ol
police, police agents, National Guards, and
maddened citizens, All the doors were al once
blocked up by the erowd; the ground floor and
the dirst floor, where M. Duorant’s wine shop
wus, wog ransacked and searched in every part,
M. Jaquemin, & commissary ol the police, was
the first 10 a~cend to the third floor, A kick or
two of hi= foot, and the barricaded door fell
in, and M. Jaguemin and three Muuicipal
Gutirds, =even or eight Natlonal Guards, and M.
Bessas  Loamegie, Mayor of the 10h  arron-
dissement, rushed in. The tirst two rooms were
emply; in the third, 'which was thick with
smoke, they found at the open window o rough
frame-work, hike a clumsy table with the top
removed: in this had been screwed twenty-five
gun-barrels; some of these were split and shat-
tered, almost all displaced by the termble explo-
siop. On the right-hand side wus o fireplace, in
which blazed o firc of straw and wood. The
police, suspeeting some teap in a fire too lurge
for u garret on a hot July day, at once scattered
and put out the fagots.

the man contrived unobserved to throw n poie-

The indignation st the hideons fanutlelsm,
the bloodtbirsty vnolty of kuch a patriot as
Girard, and all who Instiguted or mided him,
was (eep and Deartlolt, The pooplé felt that
the king represented, however ijmperiectly,
peace, order, and prosperity, aud that withont
pim anarchy and murder must relgn Supreme,
The Nutiousl Guards, who that very morning
hid been so cold and silent, were now loud aud
enthustastie In their cheers, and as the kKing
rode mourninily back to the Tuileris, shakos
waved on thousands of bayonots, and the *Vive
le Roll" ran dentening trom sireut to street.

The Bourbonlsts, who had dectared that the
Duke de Derry died stabbed by Guizot and De-
caze's liberal ideas, were now told that the
Duchess de Berry's party had ineited this mur-
der.  Purly epirit, oiten dishonest, wis now
atroclously so, Each party tried by overy mean
and dishonorable shift to throw the odium of
the erime upon its adversaries. In a letier to
Marshnl Lobun, the king spoke ominoualy of
the murder:—

“Frenchmen,” the king wrole, “the National
Guard and the army sre mourning; Freoch
lamilics mre sorgowing, A frightiul spectuole
has lacerited I‘\-‘t’.i’\' henrt. An old warrior, mn
old Iviend, spared by the fire of 4 hundred bat-
tles, has jallen by my side, struck by the bloxs
that the nssassin gestined tor me. o their
dosire to reach me, they have immoluted glory,
hopor, aml patriotism, lurm‘.—-tul ciLigens,
women, and childreny yes, Parns has seen ber
best blow thed in the same spot and on the
same any on which it was poured five years
sgo to maintain the laws of the country,” The
very day of the attempt the Chamber of Peers
was organized as @ court o justioe to iry toue
conepirntors, under the presidency of Baron
Pu:quier,

Girnrd was twice examined the day of the
massacre, tirst at No, b0, then in the Concler-
gerfe. At drst fmint and bleeding, he could
only feebly hold up his fingers in reply to the
questions. He implied that he wis alone 1n the
plot; that he bhad been for wecks making the
mternal machine: that 1t was his own idea
nlone. He then fell back fainting. No more
could at that time be got out of him,

In the evening, bandaoged and elighitly stronger,
he confessed that he had had accomplices, but
declared that he alowe held the blind np and
fired the traln, He wes a republican.  The
agony of his weunds then compelled the doctors
to lorbid the wreteh being tortured by further
questions,  The next morning the man wns
better, and could speak, He snid his name was
Joseph Francis Girard, and his wite and chila
were at Lodeve, pear Moptpellier, He was
thirty-uine years of age. The judge represent-
fug the coormity of the crime, Girard cricd,
with broken words: —

“lam an unfortonate man. 1 am mserable.
I cau hope for nothing, I may render a service.
We eball see. I regret what 1 have done, 1
may pvrhnsns stop something, I will name no
one. I will sell no one. My erime has been too
much for my reason.” He confessed that the
newspapers Lad excited him to the erime. He
apoke of the emeutes in the Rue Travspapsin
and at Lyons.

It was still doubtfnl whether Girard had really
had accomplices. One mun declared he had seen
three persons at the window,and others imagined
they saw copspirators escaping over the rool
towards the Rue des Fosses du Tewple, The
portmantenn that coutained the gun-barrels
wus the preat clow upon which the police relied,
It bad been brought to Girard three or four
days before the crime, and Girard sald it
came from his wife, and contained linen and
brandy. A wateérman at the cabriolet stand in
the Bue Vendome lind carried it from the corner
of the Rue Charlot w0 No. &0 in the Temple
boulevard, Tt was o wooden trunk, four feet
long, covered with black skin, and very heavy,

A commissioner was also qund who, on the
morning of the 26th of July, had brought the
trunk back irom No, 6 to l[‘w Place Vendome.
The cabmwan he had ordered to drive to the
Place Maubert; but on the woy he changed the
order to the Place aux Veaux, near the Port
nux Tuiles. A cooper's boy had helped him to
put the box on s shoulder, pnd he walked
towards the Rue Baint Vietor., There the clew

Morey's porter identified the fourth
story in No, 11 in the Rue du Long Pont as the
pince o which be bud taken the trunk, The
pollce found there u young girl with one eye,
pumed Ning Lassave, Fieschl's last miatress.

On his way o dinper outside the barrer,
Morey had stopped at & paper manalnotarer's io
return i pussport to & mea named Bescher,
which Fiesehi bad borrewed. Coming back,
Morey stopped ot the corner of a wall to throw
away & bz of bullets he hod i his pocket.

Pepan, vhe groeer, wis found in bis shirt only,
bidden in o coueedlad cupbonrd at Magny., He
bad with him two blonses tor disgulee, nine
bundred snd forty [rancs, and 4 volume of the
works ol Bt Just. Pepin hoed already beoy
pnder acongation for haviog, in 1831, permitted
the menrgents to re from his windows In the
faubourg at the troops, Toe police nlgo. pr-
reated YVietor Boiresu, n tinman and 8 mwember
of the dungerous Society of the Righta of Mun,
1t was e who, oo one of Pepin's horses, had
trotted and galloped past No. 6. in order that
Figsehi and Morey might regulnte the gug-
parrels.  Bescher, a bookbinder, who had lent
his pussport 1o Flesohl, wag also arrested,

Tue 1rial took place before the Counrt of Peers,
under the presidency of M, Pa-qulier, on the
goth of Junuary. BSo great was the intercst ex-
clted in Poris that applications were muade to
the grand referendary lor seventeen thousand
five h!l!ll'l’:-\] tiokels,

Fleschl, now the blood wus washed off, and
the plaster and poultices removed, appenred o
short muscalar mun, with a high, narrow fore-
heaud, hollow eyes,  livid face, and thin
pumtvd HoBe, I8 Corsican fuce gave him
a dinbolical likeness to 4 degraded Napoleon,
Hix bluck hair wag o¢ut very short, and
shaved over the lelt temple, where the wound
had exposed the brain; asecond wound had
gashed hiz lett eyebrow; u third spiinter had
ripped the left corner of his mouth, and
gave it a sardonic, grinning expression, His
left eye was closed, and seemed Jower than the
other. His livtle eyes were quick as those of a
rat, and much bidden by the brows, This mon-
gter of bloodthisty vanity, calliug itself patriot-
ism, wore n black satin wuistcont and black
cravat, He took snafl perpetuslly, und kept
arranging u portfolio of papers with gay and
smiling alacrity, He was never still 1 moment,
constunily rising up, sitting down, or turning
his head trom this side to that, He shook
hands gwith his counsel, offered snutl to bis
gunrds, and seemed piqued at their refusal, He
assumed the alr of & great man, whose setions,
though mistaken, bad been in pursuit of o graud
ides.

Morey, an old man on the point of dying from
a terrible disense, had o ealm, fearless manuer,
apd was treated with consistest respect by
Fieschi, whose death, however, he had no doubt
murmwl by overloading three of the barrels,

o, & mild, talketive, wesk man, looked pule
aud miscrably dpprebensive, Bescher was
enreless; Boirean, & very young man, cnergelic,
eloquent, and nesured,

Fieschi, in some vacue hopes of belng re-
ceived ns evidence, confessed, in 1the course of
the trial, the whole progress ol the crime. It
whae w plan struck out by Morey as early as 1824,
1t was originally a mere soldier's scheme,

“] said to mysell one day, ‘If I was in a for-
tress with five hundred men, and an eprdemic
came and carrled off balt of them, could I
defend the place with a lew people leit ¥ I had
then an idea of mountipg mnety muskets in a
row. With that, thoughbt I, I can destroy a
whole regiment with a few men, Morey's wife
saw me at it, and told Morey, who came and
asked me what it was, I replied, n machine
that could demolish Charles the Tenth and
all hix family. It was too complicated, how-
over, bewsg rauged in batteries, and made for
thnt looks,

‘1 gxplained it to Morey, and he sald, ‘That
would do very well for Lous Phalippe.! He put
the model in his pocket, but did not say what
he should do with it.”

It was then arranged between Popin, Morey,
and Fieschi, and the expense of the whole plot
coldly and carclully estumated at live bundred

fiauncs. They met one day, after dinner, at
Pepin's appointment, in the cemetery of
Pere In Chaise, to make experiments as to

the best way of firing trains of powder,
Afraid of being seen there, they went up into
the vineyards, Morey drew out s “'pear’ (smull
powder-horn) and spread the powder. Pepin
struck a light that went oul, . Fieschi then
lHghted the powder in the widdle, and hils com-
rades geolng the good eteet, cried at once, “Ca
vu bien!” *“And certinly no way I8 quicker
apd sharper than that,” added the witness,
They afterwards drank together at a resiuuraut
at the Burriere de Montreuil,

The sums ndvanced to Fieschi were found in
Pepin's books entered fs patd to “the Dauber,”
as Fiesehi was nicknamed from his grimiuess at
his first interview with Madoame Pepin, Boiresn
lent tools to pierce the touch-holes of two of the
barrele, Morey had regretted he had not
money ¢nough to carry out another project.
He had wanted to hire a bouse next the
Chamber of Deputles, and blow up the king and
the privces the day ol the opening of the Uhum
bers, Healso said (he was a celebrated leader
at shooting-matches) that if he once got the
king at the end of his gun, he'd take good care
Lot to miss him, ) )

Fiescln especially inzigied on his pot being a
mere hired assassin, )

“Ne," he sald: 1 worked, I gained my bread
even while 1 was about to make this atterupt. |1
shall pass in the eyes of tue world a8 & great
criminal, not as an nsssssin, 1 do not deserve
the name of assussin, An pssassin 16 & man who
kills to get money, but [—1 nm a great eriminal
—un grapd coupable. I declare that I re
ceived nothing from suybody, They shull never
sny that am u stabber, 1 had goods from
Pepin, but 1 paid for them; they were only
sugar and triflea,”

Fieschi meot the Prince de Rohan also at
Pepin's, who came, ns Pepin asld, to discuss
sowe new machine for decorticatiog vegetables,
but more probably for political purposes,

It was about five o’clock in the afternoon of
the 27th when Morey armived with the powder
aud bullets, The guns were loaded for the
most part by Morey, The mounting and load-
ing took up (i atter slx, Morey then went
vut, keeping his handkerchief to his mouth,
He also took off his July decorsilon, and
turned his back to (he people as m.urh /S POs-
#ible to prevent bemg recoguized. The barrels
that burst were found to have been loaded with
intervals purposely leit between the powder and
the bullets, so that they might explode and
Fieschi be destroyed. At eleven o'clock that
night, witer leaving Bolreau and his experiment
of riding past, Fieschi weat home and tried to
sloep, vexed nnd alarmed ot Pepin's disclosures
to Boirean. §

The noxt morning very early, Fleschi went (o
# young Corsiean, named Sorba, to ask him to
be Lis kecond in & duel, Itvwas only a pretext to
oblain eociety; for Borpa was 100 young, and he
Jared not contide his fears to him, M. Borba,
who evidently kuew of the plot, said to him,—

“You bave un unlucky hand.” )

At hall-past nine Flesenl met Boiresu aeain
on the boulevards, Bolrean left the friends with
whom he was, and said to Fleschi:—

“We are all ready. You go Lo your work; we

be ut our posts,'
.hll'l'i:ae:rnhi then gxut Morey on the Rue Dasse du
Rempart. BMorey proposed, aiter all was de.
molished, to deatroy the telegrnphs, to sel fire
10 the barns in the baullene, aud to attack the
National Guard when they came to putout the
m;l't';rej aald that when the Government was
once free, the world would be happy, and the
pation rich. Swall fortubes were 10 be left
alone; but when s man had & million, all beyond
three humired thousand francs were to be
throws iuto the mational funds, Pepin
clspped him on the bunck, and said, *Mon
brave, you shall be recompeneed.” Hut Fleschi
replied, the Government was not to be shat
wp io & sauli-box, There wowld be glvil wars,
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and all he wishod was to win glory ot the nead
of one houdied or two houndred meo, aid ohnss
the stranger from the Rbine, and drive off the
Cosacks, who were jealous of France. Pebin
then aeolared that the heats of sl supoorers
of monsrchy must roll along the streebs like
PHving stones,

On the 16th of Febraary, the seventeonth
sudience, the Court bronght & verdict of guilty
Agamet all the prizroners hat Besclier, who was
nequitted; Fieschi, Morey, nud Pepin were
condemned to deathi Bolresn to  twency
years' detention, and to be for the rest
ot hiy life under the surveillunce of the police,
Morey heard his sentence with calm  lo-
difference, Pepin with assiirances of Lis invo-
econce, Fieschi with vain and verbose nssurnnces
of repentunce,

He hing pecome n Hon of the day, and keenl ;
relished the popularity he had sequired =5
donrly. FEven the peers applauded some of his
enllies, With distorted face and sardonle smila
he watehed eagorly tor his moments of renrtm-
nation or seli-assertion.

The sntecedents of Feschl were soon un-
ravelled, He was a Coralean of Genovse extene.
tion, born st Marato in 1780, His father, o coun-
demuned erimmal, had died in voluntary exile,
One of the sssassin’s brothers fell at Woagram;
his only ssfor was blind. A second brother, born
dumb, wae so hearibroken with geiel gt the news
of Fieschi's erime, that be remained two whole
dats witboul taking lood,

tGlugeppe Fieschir was orlginally & goatherd,
but, being guick and sdventurous, soon let
Corsiea, enlisted in o reghmeut of Hght inlaniey
ot Naples, nud, displaving much zeal and cour-
aae, becume reglmentnl stall-secgennt by the
time be was nineteen, Evtering Murat's Guaards,
he distinguished Limself by great courage in
the compaigns of 1812 aond 1814, and won the
decoration of the Two Steilies. In 1814
Meschi deserted to the Awstrlang, nnd h's in
formimtion, it is smd, contributed to his old mus-
ter's deteat ot Tolevtino, When Murat wis at
Vercovato, Fiesehi rojoned him, snd was sent
on important secret service to Naples. [His
reports encouraged Murat 1o bis rash aud futal
expedition, On landing at Pizzo, Fiesohi ro-
quested leave 1o go first aud reconnoitre, nnd o
yvery short time arter Murnt wae shot down by
the gendarmes of Monteleone,

Traitor or not, the man did not thrive, He
returned to Corsics & beggar, 10 wrungle with
his brother-in-law for a share of the fraternal
beritnge, Unable to obtain even s £on, Fiesehi
took the law into his own hunds, and, like a
true Corsloun moss-trooper, drove off & eow be-
longing to bis brother, and sold it openly in the
murket place. Brought before & mugistrate, he
produced forged papers to prove his right, aond
was in consequence arrested und sent to Bastia,
Here he escaped to the mountaing by leapivg
from a window twenly feet irom the grmm.r.

In 1816, when only twenty-six years old,
Fiescll wus condemned fo ten years' unprison-
ment 4t Embrun, and to police supervision jor
lite, At Embrun he learned the trade of a
cloth-maker; and when be was relensed, break-
ing the bau, he went (o Lodeve, aod practised
his trade. From there he went to the royal
muanufactory at Villelouvette, conduoting him-
self there well, und with s pretense of religlon,
Conving to Paris, he obtained help from lils old
commander, and became porter at & newspaper
oflice and a spy ol the police.

1t was at tois time that be =onght helo of
Morey, anddescribed himsell ns wrelobed as the
dog thuit looks for food st & street corner. Most
men, he alterwards sald, in such misery, must
have gone mad or throwno themselves put of the
window. It was in this poverty and despair that
men like Morey rook adyvantiage of his cunning,
reckivesness, and inordivate vanity., The Gov-
ernment observing that a sort of boastful grati-
tude was a leading point in his character, per-
sunded him to disclose the plot to his old bene-
tactor, M. Ladvocut.

The king, in ackoowledgment, forgave Fieschi
the parricide's penalty ol wearing a black venl
on the scaffold, avd walking to the guillotine
with bare feet. While be was undergoing the
totlette, be merely sald:—

“Is It not heart-brenking (hat I should be the
first exccuted for political causes since 18307 1
would rather have remained on the fleld at
Beresing, "

Pepin was cruelly bound in the camisole.
While hls hair wus being cut off, he sald to
Fieschi—

1 am your vietim,"

Fiegchi was goiog 1o reply, but his confessor
stopped him. Fieschi then threw hims=elf at
Pepin's feet, and begged him to tell the whole
truth, a5 he had done, that he might appear
before God without fear, i

Pepin heaved a sigh and replied, *No, I can
say nothing, T will not compromise futhers of
fumilies,”

As for Morey, he wns 30 weak that he had
to be hifted on to the scaffold: but Le sad
culmlys—

It is not coursge T want, but legs.”

The scaffold had ouly been erected at a quar-
ter before seven; at querter past eighu the
execution took place in the Place de Jucques,
betore a vast crowd that glled every avenne.
Pepin was ¢alm and resigned, and declared his
fnnocence to the last, *“*Since I must die, I will
idie. I bave nothing more to say,” he replied to
the police agent, who, whi ¢ he wns being
strapped to the plank; still urged him to con-
fession, He died tirst.

Morey then ascended, calm and imperturba-
ble; the plank went dowp, the old man’s neck
wias clhipped by the lunetie= a second head rolled
Into the sawdrst,

Fieschi sald to the people that he had told
the truth, and died without fear. Fieschi left
his hend to Nina Lassave, i order thut she
might benetit by the gale of plasier-casts taken
from it, The doctor who had healed Fieschi's
wounds opened the skull to &ee how the cure
Lud opersted. The poor girl Ning was hired a
few daye ufter as dame du comploir in the Cafe
de In Renaiesance, in the Place de ls Bourse,
There, In flume-colored satin, and with riek
ornsments in her halr, the miseralle ereature
snt, ut sulary of one thousand franes amonth,

The eafe was dally thionged by unfecling
idlers, who lsunched at her oruel sarogsms, re.
proaches, und dsgusting ribaldry, untll Nina
often fointed, sud was carried out of the room.
When she returned snd resumed her seat, she
used 1o pathetically entreat that sport micht
not be made of bher misforlunes. Bhe is de-
seribed as a rather wvretty. mild, one-eyed gir),
with o vulear expression, and with (wo dogers
caten of! her right hand by scofulu,

The massive onk frame of the Infernal ma-
ohine, with its split gun-barrels, may still be
seen ot M'me Tassaud's, thut ndefaliguble old
Indy baving instantly pouuced on the relic of a
remoerkable erime,

The Infernal machine was vot an original
thought of Fiescbi’'s, for, in the jyesr 17588, a
watobmaker named Brillon, belng expelled from
the Arquebusiers’ QCompany at Senlis, deter-
mined on revenge, He fired a train of gun-
bairelsat the procession as (b passed his window,
ehot u man who broke Into his barricnded room,
and then blew up the house with all who were
init. The unl‘y man who escaped was tho sol-
dier who tried to drug him out, and he had
twenty wounde, an eye kpocked out, and a knee-
pon broken.—A! the Year Round,
